Gafny announces credit 
thaw in about two weeks

‘Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter: 


The freeze on bank credit — im- 
posed last October when foreign 
currency restrictions were lifted un- 
der the government's new economic 
policy — will be removed in about 
two weeks, Bank of Israel Governor 
Arnon Gafny sald yesterday. He was 
speaking to the bank's advisory com- 
mittee. 

One of the reagons for the step is 
the need to block moves by industry 
to seek loans abroad, convert them 
to Israeli currency, and then 
reconvert to foreign currency to 
repay them. These in-and-out 
movements in the foreign exchange 
markets could only lead to monetary 
upheavals, Gafny helieves. 

Another reason is that the credit 
supply outstanding, in real terms, 
has already dropped sufficiently ak a 
result of inflation. 

Gafny also suggested the introeduc- 


tion of new and attractive savings 
schemes to help siphon off speudable 


income from the public. He also: 


believed that residents’ foreign 
.currency accounts should be made 
, available for longer periods than the 
current 90 days to one year. This 
would encourage the public to invest. 
their money for longer and prevent 
the sudden inflationary injection of 
new money into the marketplace. 

In about two weeks, Gafny is ex- 
pected to go before the cabinet and 
the Knesset Finance Committee to 
propose an amendment to banking 
regulations that would permit banka 
to issue negotiable certificates of 
deposit. These certificates, with a 
face value of IL100,000 each, would 
be another major step in the etfort to 
draw spendable money out of the 
economy. 

Gafny also said that the banks 
should ‘“‘improve"” their interest 
rates, offering depositors more in 
return for the use of their money.

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Land, sea and air battle 
rages in Massawa port ᾿ 


MASSAWA, Eritrea (Reuteri. — 
Soviet-supplied Ethiopian Mig jets 
are using napalm bombs to try to 
break the siege of this Eritrean port 
city, ἥ 

Bight km. offshore, six warships 
some of them supplied by the U.S. 
in the 1950s, others said by the 
Eritreans to be Soviet — lob shells 
onto the guerrilla supply lines. 

In Moscow, the official news agen- 
cy Tass has denied that any Soviet 
warships or aircraft are involved in 
the fighting. but it has acknowledged 
that the Soviet Union is giving 
Ethiopia “‘2ppropriate material and 
technical assistance."” 

Throughout the day the air, sea 
and land bombardment continues. It 
is sporadic, random and un- 
sustained, but It takes a steady toll in 
the crumbling city. 

As the battle for the strategic Red 
Sea port enters its 3th day, the 
Eritrean People's Liberation Front 
{EPLF: holds three-quarters of 
Massawa and its trenches reach to 
within 50 metres of the Ethiopian 
positions. 

Some 6,000 Ethiopians — soldiers, 
sailors and peasart militia — are 
cornered in Massawa’s coastal naval 
base and its island port facility. 

Most of the city's 50.000 civilians 
have long since fled to the safety of 
outlying villages and improvised 
refugee camps in the arid hills to the 
west, 


The depleted Ethiovian garrison, 
defeated twice in open battle with 
the EPLF guerrillas since the cam- 
paign began on December 8, appears 


Ww be aciying on newly supplied 
Soviet heavy arms to turn the-tide in 
its favour. 

Since the beginning of this year, 
the Mig-21 fighters have fown up to 
30 sorties daily over the city, at- 
tacking with hombs and cannon, 
aapalm and anti-personnel shells. 

Artillery and heavy mortars and 
T-54 tanks — all Soviet-made — join 
in pounding suspected guerrilla 
Positions. Offshore the ships fire in 
close support. 

The Eritreans, now in their 16th 
year of war for independence from 
Ethiopia, answer with periadic 
barrages of their own, using tanks. 
mortars and artillery captured from 
the Ethiopians. 

The guerrillas appear to hold the 
initiative and EPLF military leaders 
are confident of victory, but they 
decline to speculate on when. 

“We will never retreat."" said one 
EPLF brigade commander, ‘but we 
will not attack until we are certain 
we will win." 

Another EPLF guerrilla estimates 
that a quarter of the houses jn 
Massawa have been destroyed. 

“This is the price of war,"* he said. 
“The main task of the revolutionary 
ig reconstruction."* 

In the town of Keren. 130 km. in- 
land, the 16-year war is still much in 
evidence. The guerrillas captured 
Keren last year and it now 1165 far 
behind their front lines. but it is still 
within range of the Ethlopian 2615. 

The guerrillas say Keren and three 
other towns were bombed and straf- 
ed on January 1 with anti-personnel 
and conventional bombs. 


Germany won’t do more 
to help global economy 


BONN (Reutert. — Chancellor 
Heimut Schmidt, declaring that 
West Germany's economic strength 
was greatly overrated. said yester- 
day that it could not substantially in- 
crease its contribution to boosting 
world economic growth. 

Making his annual policy address 
to the Bundestag Schmidt rejected 
calls made by some other countries 
for West Germany to expand its 
economy faster to stimulate sluggish 
global demand. 

The Bonn government [8 living up 
to its international obligations. ag 
proved by the fact that since 1975 it 
has introduced priming measures 
costing 42 billion marks (about 
IL3,000b.) he added. 

In a 90-minute televised speech, 
Schmidt sald West Germany had 
helped other states by continually 
reducing its balance of payments 
surplus over the past three years. 

West Germany achieved rea] 
economic growth of only 2.4 per cent 
last year — less than half its original 
target. The chancellor told the 
Bundestag, however, that this had 
been caused by slack world demand 


and that the country could still be 
proud of its performance. 

a number of other governments, 
notably the U.S., Britain and some 
developing states. have called on 
West Germany as the western 
world's second biggest trading na- 
tion toe do more to help the global 
economy, mainly by generating 
more domestic demand. 

Schmidt warned, however, of an 
over-hasty economic expansion. 
“Some foreigners regard the 
Federal Republic (West Germany) 
as a locomotive which can do 
everyone else a favour and drag 
them out of the recession. But this ta 
to overestimate our economic 
strength,’ Schmidt said. 

Quoting a report by a New York 
bank, Schmidt said an increase of 1 
per cent in West Germany's annual 
growth rate would produce a benefit 
of only 0.05 per cent for the British 
economy and 0.07 per cent for 
France, “This example brings the 
exaggeration of Germany's strength 
down to a more realistic level... We 
can only help overcome the reces- 
sion in concert with others."

New effort to keep alive 
peace plans for Rhodesia 


MAPUTO {Reuter}. — Rhodesian 
guerrilla leaders Jashua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe said yesterday they 
will meet British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen in Malta next week. 
Field Marshal Lord Carver wil) also 
attend the talks. 

Owen had asked for such a 
meeting as soon as possible to con- 
tinue talks on the stalled Anglo- 
American proposais which envisage 
black majority ruie in Rhodesia by 
the end of the vear. 

Nkomo said they agreed to the 
meeting starting on January 26, 
after Owen had assured them of his 
unwavering belief in the viability of 
the proposals. 


A similar invitation was turned 
down last December because Nkomo 
and Mugabe, joint Jeadera of the 
Patriotic Front Alliance, said Owen 
had indicated support for so-called 
intermal settlement talks in 
Salisbury. 

Anews conference was told yester- 
day that during a meeting of the 
Patriotic Front co-ordinating com- 
mittee here over the past three days, 
“a further intensification of the arm- 
ed liberation struggle'’ in Rhodesia 
was also discussed.

Indira Gandhi faces year 
in jail for not testifying 


NEW DELHI iUPI). — Former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi refus- 
ed again yesterday to testify about 
her emergency rule and was ordered 
to face two charges of criminal con- 
tempt. 

If convicted for refusing to take an 
oath and declining to testify before 
the special investigating commis- 
sion, Gandhi could be jailed for one 
year. 

The new charges replace last 


was not lodged because a summons 
contained a typographical error. 
The 90-minute hearing was con- 
ducted by former Supreme Court 
chief justice J.C. Shah, who con- 
stitutes the single-member panel 
looking into her emergency rule. 
The 60-year-old former Indian 
Jeader told newsmen outaide the 


hearing room, "I repeat that the 
commission is not legally competent 
to require that I should bind myself 
by taking an oath. I do not consider 


* myself legally and constitutionally 


bound to take the oath." 

Gandhi also contended that to 
testify would be a violation of an oath 
of secrecy taken by all cabinet 
ministers. 

Each of the two charges Gandhi 
will face carries a maximum penalty 
of six months in jail. 

The emergency rule that Gandhi 
imposed in June 1975 ended with the 
March 1977 elections that ousted her 
government from power. Witnesses 
have testified to the commission on 
the torture of prisoners, arbitrary 
demolition of honses and illegal and 
high-handed tactics by government 
officials during the emergency. 


U.S. Nazi Party 
ean continue its 
kill-a-Jew drive 


HOUSTON, Texas (AP). — A state 
appeals court has permitted the 
American Nazi Party to resume its 
telephone message offering $5,000 to 
any white who kills a Jew or non- 
white in self-defence. 

The messages had been halted by 
State District Court Judge Richard 
Millard in December on the request 


of Marvin Zindler, a Houston televi- . 


sion personality. 

The three-judge 14th Court of Civil 
Appeals ruled that Zindler had failed 
to show he would be personally in- 
jured by the message. 

Zindler, who is Jewish had said the 
messages might influence an un- 
stable person to harm him. 

The ruling stated, "The indigna- 
tion and resentment which (Zindler} 
feels ag a result of the language in- 
volved in this matter is both un- 
derstandable and justified. The 
language is vicious, disgusting and 
repugnant to all decent persons." 

The recorded messages say, ''We 
are calling for an all-white war 
against Jews and other non-whites. 
We are beginning a battle by offering 
$5,000 for every non-white killed dur- 
ing an attack on a white person.”

Feud with Warren Commission over JFK murder probe 


Ford revealed as FBI informant 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Newly 
released internal Federal Bureau of 
Investigation files undermine the 


public's assumption that the Bureau - 


and the Warren Commission worked 
in close cooperation to establish the 
whole truth behind “the murder of 
John F. Kennedy. 

Instead, the 58,000 pages of files 
which the FBI was forced to make 
public on Wednesday tell of a jealous 
rivalry between the two over 
matters big and smaj! and disclose 
that former President Gerald Ford, 
the House Republican Jeader at the 
time, volunteered his services as the 
FBI's informant on the Warren Com- 
mission's interna] operations and 
disputes. 

The FBI refused to store evidence 
for the commission. Each accused 
the other of leaking material to the 
press. The commission suggested 
the slaying might not have occurred 
if the FBI had told the Secret Service 
all it knew about Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 

Like the 40,000 pages released in 
December, the flood of new informa- 
tion added a wealth of details about 
the assassination and its investiga- 
tion. But nothing appeared to 
chaltenge the central finding of both 
the FBI and the commission: that 


week's single contempt charge that 


Oswald, taking guidance from no 
one, killed Kennedy in Dallas on 
November 22, 1963. 

The files expose the personal scorn 
J. Edgar Hoover felt for Chief 
Justice Earl Warren and other 
eritics, and his outrage at the com- 
mission's criticism of the bureau's 
operations. 

Hoover accused the chief justice of 
making ‘a needlessly dirty dig" at 
him for complaining about the 
“skeletal” form of an FBI report to 
the panel. 

After the Warren Commission in 
its report criticized some aspecta of 
the FBI's work, Hoover reported to 
associates that he had informed 
then-president Lyndon Johnson he 
was ‘‘outraged”’ at the criticigm. 

Within days of the creation of the 
seven-man commission, Ford 
volunteered his services as the FBI's 
friend on the inside. 

Ford went to Cartha Deloach, 
assistant FBI director,- and com- 
plained that Warren was trying to 
run a “one-man commission" by in- 
stalling his own man as chief 
counsel. 

Ford told of how he — acting as “a 
minority of one’' — resisted 
Warren's effort to issue a speedy 
report affirming that no inter- 
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national conspiracy had existed to 
kil! Kennedy. Hoover aiso fought 
pressure for such a preliminary 
report. 

“Ford indicated he would keep me 
thoroughly advised as to the ac- 
tivities of the commission,"' Deloach 
said in a memo. “He stated this 
would have to be on a confidential 
basis ... We have had excellent 
relations with Congressman Ford for 
many years."" ᾿ 


In a December 17, 1968, memo on a 
meeting with Ford, Deloach com- 
plained of news leaks and said, "I 
told Congressman Ford in strict con- 
fidence that apparently Chief Justice 
Warren was quite close to Drew 
Pearson and obviously used Pearson 
from time to time to get thoughts 
across to the general public." 


Ford would report on the com- 
mission's meeting the previous day, 
enabling Deloach to tell associates, 
“There was no criticism of the FBI 
at yesterday's meeting.”’

THERE have been some disappoin- 
ting concerts lately from the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra,'and these 
have led many people to wonder 
what is happening to the IPO and its 
programme policy. I recently met 
two newly elected members of the 
IPO ent — Yaacoy Mishori 
(Horn) and Zvi Litvak (Viola) — 
discussed with them plana and 
programmes, statistica and new at- 
titudes, hopes for the future and 
complaints about the past and pre- 
gent. 

First some impressive statistics: 
last season the IPO performed some 
220 concerts. This must be a world 
record, but it obviously imposes 
well-nigh impossible demands on the 
Players, and their physical and men- 
tal exhaustion is nearing the danger 
line. At the same time, there is a con- 
nuing demand for more concerts. 
Youth concerts in particular are in 
heavy demand; the new series in- 
augurated by Nogm Sheriff (with 
spoken explanations instead of 
printed programmes) has caught on 
very encouragingly. More vocal 
music is requested by many people. 
Serious consideration is being given 
to the idea of reducing the number of 
subscription concerts (from 12 to 11 
per season in order to make some 
Gates free.) 

Another world record seems to be 
the fact that the Orchestra earns 
about 64 per cent of its budget from 
ita ticket sales and subscriptions; 
the Government only contributes 25 
per cent, the America-Israel 
Culturel Foundations and other

SPIREA’S “Diaphonies" for electric 
violin, viola and chamber orchestra 
— awaited with considerable curiosi- 
ty — was a great disappointment. 
Not that the idea of having two 
electric string instruments play with 
an orchestra is unattractive. The two 
instruments, however, were con- 
structed of solid wood, eliminating 
the soundbox effect. Their sound, 
transferred to the hearer by the 
amplifying system, was extremely 
unpleasant. Even thinking that 
nowadays musical composition 
should not be judged in terms of 
beauty and pleasantness, one must 
conclude that Spirea did not grasp 
the opportunity of this new sonority 
and did not exploit its possibilities. 
The soli are unattractive, static in 


* sound and unimpressive in musical 


invention. The orchestra sounded 
strangely traditional vis-a-vis the 
sound quality of the electric in- 
struments and acted almost as a 
separate body. The painfully un- 
imaginative orchestral part pro- 
jected a feeling of aimlessness. 
There was simply nothing 
stimulating. 

Both soloists tried in earnest to 
make the music attractive and infor- 
mative. it was not their fault that 
nothing really meaningful emerged.

The newly elected committee — 
only cellist Elehanan Bregman 
remains of the former committee — 
intends to brighten up bg 
programmes, widen their scope, in- 
troduce new ideas and, generally, 
bring some fresh air into the at- 
mosphere of their concerts. How this 
will be received by the largely con- 
servative IPO subscribers remains 
to be seen. 


While there are many music- 
lovers who refuse to listen to 
anything written after Brahms, 
others complain of being bored with 
all the familiar scores. Program- 
ming has been discussed endlessly 
over the years by various com- 
mittees and at symposia, but no solu- 
tion to the problem has been found. 
There will always be those who 
grumble, The Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra. has tried ta do something 
about programming by introd 
two series very different in 
character. That seems to work 
satisfactorily, as both performances 
of each are sold out, and the public is 
able to choose what it wants to hear 
(more or lesa). 

In February the IPO will go for a 

month to Australla — its second tour 
there. It will play 16 concerts in 
Australia -and one in Hong Kong en 
route. For the 30th anniversary of 
the State, visits are scheduled for 
Mexico, South America, Canada, 
and a Grand Gala on September 12 in 
Washington. 
A possible solution to the “‘over-, 
booking” of the orchestra could be in” 
the IPO eventually cutting down its 
performances‘in Jerusalem and in 
Haifa (though In the northern city 
they just have opened another series 
following public demand).

GRAHAM Sutherland, the dis- 
tinguished British painter, has 
hinted that if a commission was 
forthcoming, he would be prepared 
to repaint the portrait of Sir Winston 
Churchill destroyed by Lady 
Churehill shortly before her 
husband's death. 

British art circles were scan- 
dalized by the revelation last week 
that the portrait, presented to the 
Churchilis by both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, had been destroyed. 

Both Churchills detested the por- 
trait. which depicted Sir Winston as 
a “tired old warrior” and Lady 
Clementine had vowed that it would 
never see the Hght of day. Churchill 
once said that it made him look half- 
witted. 

Sutherland has been quoted as gay- 
ing thet the Churchills were within 
their legal rights in destroying thetr 
own property, but said he could 

repaint the work from notes and 
sketches he made in 1954 {some of 
these sketches were exhibited 
recently at the National Portrait 
Gallery, 2 few months before Lady 
Churchill's death). 

Churchill smoked incessantly 
throughout the sittings, and the 
sketches show him holding a cigar.

Nearly all the 
Americans I spoke with believe that 
Sadat may well accept a 
separate agreement between Egypt 
and Israel... but only under the 
protective umbrella of agreement on 
the principle that an overall settle- 
ment is to be achieved at a later 
stage on the Palestinian issue. 

There is readiness here to accept 
some version of the Begin approach 
to the West Bank as long as it would 
clearly allow some Palestinian par- 
ticipation in a settlement. This would 
then be presented as a form of 
Palestinian gelf-determination. 

The sort of formula being tossed 
around in Washington was perhaps 
best expressed by Joseph Sisco, 
former under-secretary of state un- 
der Kissinger and now president of 
American University. 

“It would seem to me that Egypt, 
Jordan and Israel have it within 
their power to influence the ultimate 
outcome of any Palestimian per- 
ticipation in the determination of the 
fate of those areas." he told me. 
This, of course, meang that King 
Hussein would sooner or later have 
to be brought into the negotiation 
process, so as to stress the common 
interest that both Israel and Jordan 
have in a West Bank solution. 

It is agreed, however, that Begin 
has for the time being closed the 
door on such a “Jordanian solution." 
But there is the hope that Dayan will 
continue to favour it as an un- 
avoidable alternative to a mure 


“Paleatinian'' solution, and that 
when the thme comes for the applica- 
tion of American pressure in such a 
direction. that would prove an im- 
portent factor. 


ONE OF THE most interesting 
developments for Israel is that 
American policy-makers seem to 
have written off both the PLO and 
the Syrians in their present tactical 
calculations. It is instructive to con- 
sider the Americans’ belief only a 
few months that the Syrians and 
the PLO held the key to the conven- 
ing and eventual success of the 
Geneva conference. Today all that 
Seems to be part of the very distant 
past. 

For the moment it is far from cer- 
tain that this constitutes a change in 
Washington's long range strategy, 
and not simply a temporary tactical 
quirk. Yet one of the most im- 
pressive aspects of the events’ of the 
past two months has been the ability 
of the Administration to adapt itself 
with such speed to the new reality 
created by Sadat and Begin. 

According to available evidence it 
took between 10 days to two weeks to 
shift gears — and that is impressive 
indeed when one considers the sheer 
size of the bureaucracies involved 
and, even more important, the deep- 
ly entrenched nature of their com- 
mitments to outdated strategies. 

The Americans also understand 
that they will be called upon to un- 
dertake major financial aid 
programmes as part of any peace 
agreement reached. And they are 


policy makers in Washington 
about the U.S. approach to the 
Israel-Egypt negotiations. 


preapared to shoulder such burdens. 

In some quarters there is a 
somewhat naive belief in the 
possibility of a peace agreement 
providing the momentum needed for 
an impressive U.S. attempt ta solve 
Egypt's economic problems. 

In other quarters, however, there 
is a glassy-eyed hopelessmess, and 
even cynicism, regarding the intrac- 
tability of these problems, Egypt's 
“bottomless pit" capacity to absorb | 
international assistance without it 
making any difference, and the 
profound corruption of {ts political 
system and of its political leaders 
from top ta bottom. , 

There is some talk of developing 
American Government assistance 
programmes to American 
businessmen who would be en- 
couraged to invest in Egypt in 
partnership with Egyptian firms and 
entrepreneurs. But there 18 
pessimism about the effectiveness 
of such an approach. It was pointed 
out to me that over 2,000 American 
businessmen visited Egypt in the 
years after the Yom Kippur War in 
order to investigate investment 
possibilities. None decided to invest. 

Washington, however, Is in- 
terested in spurring such in- 
vestments in an effort ta maintain its 
overall political leverage over 
Egypt. I was told that in reaponse to 
ἃ query from Saudi Arabia about in- 
creasing its own grants and in- 
vestments in various joint funds-in 
Egypt. the Americans had urged 
caution, both because of Egypt's ap- 
parent inability to make effective 


use of such funds but also because of 
American concern at maintaining its 
own influence. 


AS FOR the Saudis, the dominant 
opinion here appears to be that they 
will go along with Sadat's initiative, 
although they will refrain from 
declaring their support publicty. 

“The Saudis have no firm position. 
Not on Sadat's talks with Israel nor 
onanything εἶδε that does not appear 
to affect them directly. They. are 
acared of everyone — scared for the 
preservation of their wealth — and 
determined to buy off anyone and 
everyone possible to preserve that 
wealth and the security and position 
of the royal family," I was told. 

The Americans are not averse to 
such buying for their own part, 
either. The renewed determination 
of the Carter Administration to sell 
the Saudis 60. advanced F-15 jet 
fighters is seen, not so much in an 
Israeli context, but as part of an 
overall determination to keep the 
Saudis happy. There 18 a cynical at- 
titude that at best the F-15's will soon 
turn to scrap in the hands of the 
Saudis, but the effect on redressing 
the balance of trade between the two 
countries will be salutary. 

The death of Sen. Humphrey is 
considered in Senate circles as a 
blow to the hopes of those who had 
tried to stop the sale of the F’-15's. At 
present it is hoped that the other 
leading supporters of Iarael in the 
Senate Foreig¢n Relations Com- 
mittee — Senators Case, Javits, 
Church and Jackson — might be able 
to insist on a compromise reducing 
the number of F-15's from 60 to 25 
and stipulating that they not be baa- 
ed in the areas closest to Israel. 

The major concern of opponents of 
the sale is that the F-15's secrets will 


easily filter through to the Russians. | 


I was told that the recent execution 
of the deputy head of Intelligence in 
Tran was connected with Russian 
attempts to obtain such secrets from 
that country, “‘and Saudi security is 
hopelessly worse than that of fran.’' 


FOLLOWING the publication of my 
recent article (‘The School as 
Prison," The Jerusalem Post, Oc- 
tober 30), I was asked by many peo- 
ple to stop being “merely critical" 
and to put forward some ideas of my 
own. This is an exceedingly difficult 
task for a mere lecturer in history 
who does not even possess a teaching 
licence; nevertheless, I shall do my 
best. 

Let us start with the following 
basic assumption. The aim of educa- 
tion is to prepare children for life. 
And life, as we all know, consiats of 
many things, including driving a 
car. Now one does not learn to drive 
by attending lectures in a class; in- 
stead, one goes driving about with an 
instructor. Similarly. to become a 
musician, one takes up an instru- 
ment and starts playing under super- 
vision — while possibly’ adding 
theoretical instruction at some later: 
stage. These are merely two ex- 
amples, but they suffice to show that 
‘the best — indeed, the only — way to 
learn is to do it. 

But life does not consist merely of 
driving and music, It is an enor- 
mously complex tapest: with 
thousands of different shades and 
colours. Most people's lives, 
however, can be said to consist very 
i ely of earning: 'mondy; forming 
relationships with other pe le, and 
enjoying themselves, physical- 
ly and intellectually. 

Tt is on these needs, which all of us 
have in common, that ‘we shall con- 
centrate here. (Significantly, we are 
not taught how. to deal with any of 
these needs at school.) No doubt 
some peopie have different needs, 
such as to become good doctors, 
electricians, administrators, and so 
on. These, however, are relatively 
unimportant and can perhaps be dis- 
cussed in another article. 


IN ORDER to learn how to make 
money, children from the age of 
-geven (my son's age) should be sent 
,to work, A child of seven, with just a 
sprinkling of the three R's (ac- 
quired, presumably, at the age of 
three at some kind of Heder), can do 
an enormous number of useful jobs. 
He can wash cars. He can sell things 
in a supermarket. He can work in a 
library. He can do many kinds of 
work for which his delicate hands 
are better suited than adult ones, for’ 
instance in an electronics factory. It 
is by doing these things that he will 
learn how to do them. 

He will, in addition, learn many 
other things. Work in a library is an 
excellent introduction to literacy — 
witness the career of Noble Prize- 
winner Herman Hesse. And work in 
a flea market teaches more about 
arithmetic than any school can. A 
child who spends 2 month in an elec- 
tronies factory will learn more about 
transistor radios than most of us do 
in our lives. 

Some of those who are exposed to 
“higher” learning in this way will 
want to find out more — and should 
be allowed, or perhaps encouraged, 
to da so. Those, presumably the ma- 
jority, who do not find mere 
“academic” subjects interesting 
should be left alone.

nor is there any reason why he 
should. A system of rotation would 
be necessary. Children would sign on 
as apprentices for, say, two months. 
After that they would be free either 
to move on or stay. This would 
enable the few who have a vocation 
to “find themaelves"’ early and 
develop rapidly. The rest can be 
allowed to drift freely until, either 
because they find a auitable slot or 
out of sheer economic necessity, 
they settle down. Some, presumably, 
will never do so. Provided that they 
don't expect society to support them, 
ig there any reason why they should 
be forced to? 

CHILDREN should be paid for work 


done. The present system, under. 


which one third of the population 
does 12 years’ forced labour with no 
reward but good marks and a pat on 
the head, is worthy of a Nazi State. 
Offering children real rewards — as 
distinct from the phoney ones doled 
out by the present-day school — will 
do far more to make them adjust to 
the demands of society than any 
number of policemen, social workers 
and juvenile courts. - 

The legal obligation of parents to 
support their children should cease 
when the latter turn 12. Areasonably 
intelligent child of that age can han- 
dle the vast majority of jobs in our 
society, “complex” and ‘“‘advanced"’ 
though they are said to be. 

. There is no reason whatsoever 


why the child should not support 
himeelf. .This, of course, doesnot 
mean that all tles with the parental 
home should be severed, only that 
parents will no longer be legally 
responsible for thelr children's lives, 
In this way, incidentally, the present 
crushing burden of parenthood 
would be lightened — and there 
would be greater demographic 
growth, which is a cherished goal of 
our political leaders. 

To ensure fairness and prevent ex- 
ploitation, there would have to be a 


.ayatem of public inspection. 


Such a system would no doubt be 
difficult to set up, but it could hardly 


“ be more complicated — or expensive 


— than the present aystem, on which 
uncounted billions are wasted each 
year. There will, of course, be the 
problem of unemployed teachers. 
Those of them who want to stay in 
the profession will have to attract 
customers, like any other tradesmen 
offering their services. The reat 
should be exposed to the labour 
market and, possibly for the first 
time in their lives, be made to do 
something useful. With tens of 
thousands of highly-educated public 
employees doing useful things, we 
shall perhaps take a step towards 
economic independence. A 
RETURNING to those children who 
show an interest in “higher learn- 
ing, they should be apprenticed to 
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people who deal with such learning 
— though whether those people 
should be confined to a university 
and fed by the public is another ques- 
tion. In any case, I myself could well 
use a Hterate assistant or two for my 
research. He could go to libraries, 
verify facts, draw up bibliographical 
lists, compile indexes and do any 
number of highly useful jobs. 

It is of course conceivable that 
there will be some children — very 
few, presumably — who cannot be 
apprenticed in this way because of a 
shortage of suitable posts. It is here 
that the State should take a hand. A 
child who shows a strong interest in 
Egyptology, say, and a marked 
talent, should perhaps be given the 

ity to pursue his interest 
(assuming that it cannot be turned 
into a hobby), even if there is no one 
who is willing to take him-on as an 
assistant, 

More examples could be adduced, 
but the principle is clear: there 
should be some kind of safety-net to 
ensure that the talents of that hand- 
ful who show the greatest promise, 
but cannot for some reason get paid 
for their work, shall not be lost to 
society. 

‘Having set up our system of ap- 
prenticeship, many other probleras 
would be solved without any further 
effort. Exposed to the company of 
people in 8 mixed society — and not 
an artificially regimented one as 
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that at schoo] — children will] 
naturally learn to mix, adjust and 
forma -clationships with people of ail 
ages and both sexes. ° 

Given the veil of secrecy that 
envelops sex in our so-called '‘per- 
missive" society, It will probably be 
necessary to set up special teachers 
for this subject; but since these will 
hardly suffer from a lack of custom- 
ers, we need not worry about 
‘them. Those children who show an 
interest in the theoretical aspects of 
human relationships can be appren- 
ticed to lecturers in psychology, and 
#0 on, 

With money of their own, children 
will be able to afford physical and in- 
tellectual enjoyment. Cultural ser- 
vices (Ubraries, theatres, etc.) will 
cater to children's tastes and not to 
their parents’ prejudices, as is the 
case at present. Some of these ser- 
vices, no doubt, will be run by the 
children themselves. A group of 
children could set up an amusement 
‘park, If successful, they even 
hire an adult to deal with their in- 
come tax problems. As a look at 
history shows, it has all been done

The result was that he felt 
deeply offended and refused to talk 
to me again. 

Writing these last sentences, I am 
perfectly aware that the above 
proposals would require a revolu- 
tion, not merely in the school system 
but in society as a whole. As a liberal 
who happens to believe that the good 
in people outweighs the bad, I con- 
sider such a revolution possible; as a 
practical person I think that 
abolishing school would not be the 
worst way to start it. Should my 
ideas appear unrealistic or even uto- 
pian, I can only reply with Thomas 
More: ‘'Willingly I impart my goods, 
not un-willingly I accept better 
ones."”

Government reported 

Growth in the economy for the. en- 
tire year was an average of 4.9 per 
cent, just under the Administration's 
target of 5.1 per cent. But a 
difference of 0.2 per cent is con- 
sidered a near-direct hit as far as 
economists are concerned, since 
forecasting 12 months in advance is 
considered extremely difficult. 

The growth in GNP of 4.2 per cent 
at an annual rate in the final three 
months of the year was down from 
5.1 per cent in the third quarter. The 


economy had expanded at a rate of 
7.5 per cent in the first quarter and 


. 6.2 per cent in the second." 


The GNP measures the value of 
output of goods and services in the 
economy and, after discounting for. 
inflation,. it is considered the most 
accurate barometer of the nation’s 
economic health. 


After discounting for an inflation 
rate of six per cent during the year, - 
the average rea) growth of the 
economy in 1977 was 4.9 per cent, 
down from an average of six per cent 
growth in 1976. The Administration 
is forecasting GNP growth of five 
per cent in 1978.

What is already plain is that the leaders of the two nations are 
completely out of tune with each other. They are broadcasting, 
as it were, on two different wavelengths. As a result, their 
respective messages clash against a wall of incomprehension, 
and are left unreceived. ᾿ 

To be sure, mutual understanding is no guarantee of mutual 
agreement; in fact, it may, fora start, also expose the depth of 
the divide separating the parties. But without it, the entire 
peace enterprise is utterly doomed. ᾿ 

In part, the failure to arrive at a common perception of the 
problem — if not yet of the solution — is no doubt due to 
differences rooted in national character and motivation. But in 
no small measure it may also be due to individual personality 
makeup.

THE DOCKERS' strike in Eflat is over, and that is welcome. 
But it is not clear which side prevailed. 

The eight temporary employees, over whose dismissal the 
strike took place, will stay in their jobs until April-1, Three of 
them will then get permanency — although the Port Authority's 


plan had been to discharge all the temporary workers, plus 80or - 


90 of the permanent staff as well.

On the other hand, the workers’ coiiiiittees 
and the local Labour Council have accepted in principle the 


need to improve éfficiency, cut costs, and reduce the number of _

Eilat harbour is losing business. Foreign ships are now per- 
mitted to carry Israeli goods through the Suez Canal. For the 
afirst time, the Red Sea port faces a competitive situation. 
Shippers have a choice, to unload in Hilat and face the long, 
costly overland route across the Negev, or to send their goods 
through the Canal and unload them in Ashdod.
